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TOPOGRAPHY OF GILBERTS. 

Gilbert's Postoffice, Monroe Co., Pa., sometimes known as 
Pleasant Valley, lies on the main road through the valley of the 
Big or Pohopoco Creek, about half way between Stroudsburg 
and Lehighton. The upturned edges of an anticlinal have 
broadened out the fertile slate shales at this point and the drift 
material of the ice age has filled up the valley to a depth of 
more than 40 feet, thus producing the only really fertile farming 
area of any extent in the entire country. 

To the north lies the Pocono Mountain less than five miles 
distant. To the south the Wire Ridge towering up to a thous- 
and feet in elevation, interposes and intercepts tlie view of the 
Blue Mountains. At Brodheadsville, 2j4 miles east of Gilbert's, 
two large springs are the source of the Pohopoco Creek, which 
stream pursues its course through the entire length of the valley 
and empties into the Lehigh at Parryville. From the north, 
issuing from a slight fault in the Pocono escarpment, flows the 
Head's Creek, or Hoeth's Creek or Marshall's Creek as it has 
variously been named, and enters the Big Creek just below the 
village. On this creek the Hoeth property bordered and the 
waters of this stream drove a mill which, in all likelihood, stood 
on the very spot upon which a similar structure is operated to- 
day. From Gilbert's toward the south lies the site of Meniolog- 
ameka, distant six miles ; while Stroudsburg and Lehighton are 
fourteen miles distant, respectively, east and west.
